C.NEWKIEK DEAD. 


Passed Away at Lo s Ang eles 
Sunday Ev ening . 


HE WAS 8 1 YEARS OF AGE 


For Thirty Years He Was a Resident 
of Sedalia—Tùe interment 
In California. 


Cyrus Newkirk, for thirty years 
one of Sedalia’s most prominent 
citizens, died at his home in Los 
Angeles, Cal., Sunday evening, of 
heart trouble, as was learned by a 
telegram received by his son-in-law, 
W . M. Johns. 
Mr. Newkirk was 8i years of 
age and leaves a widow, formerly 
Miss Rebecca Isinminger, of Ohio, 
to whom he was married December 
19, 1849, 
five daughters, viz: 
Mrs. E. A . Phillips, of San Ber­ 
nardino, C a l.; Mrs. S. S. Wood- 
ward, of Los Angeles, C a l.; Mrs. 
E. C. Satterley )f Mone&sen, P a .; 
Mrs. George W . Galbreath, of St. 
Louis, and Mrs. W. M. Johns, of 
Sedalia. 
Albert, the only son, died at the 
family residence in Los Angeles 
about three years ago' and was 
buried at Sdn Bernardino, where 
the remains of his father will be 
interred.

Mr. Newkirk was born in Brown 
county, 
Ohio, 
March 
ib , 
1821. | 
After a common school education | 
he engaged as a clerk at an iron 
' smelting works at Hanging Rock, 
O ., and remained there eighteen 
years, becoming a partner in the 
business in the meantime. 
While thus engaged Mr. New­ 
kirk met the late Col. A . D. 
Jaynes, and together they owned 
and operated the Vinton iron fur­ 
nace at Vinton, O., but disposed 
of it in 1861, and for the next four 
years Mr. Newkirk was engaged 
in mercantile pursuits in Brown 
county, Ohio. 
In the summer of 1865 Mr. New­ 
kirk came to Missouri with a view 
to locating, and finally settled up­ 
on Sedalia as his future home. He 
was joined soon afterward bv Col. 
Jaynes, and they established the 
First National bank, with which 
Mr. 
Newkirk 
was 
connected, 
either as cashier or president, coa- 
tinuously untU May 4, 1894, when 
it was forced lo suspend, he being 
president of the institution at the 
time the doors were closed. 
Just prior to the failure Mr. 
Newkirk had been bedfast with a 
severe attack of lagrippe, 
which 
was followed by an even more se­ 
vere attack after the suspension, 
his 
heart 
being 
affected 
by 
the 
'Second 
attack, 
hence 
he was advised by his physician 
to seek a change of climate. 
He 
made a trip to California, where 
he soon began to improve, and 
then decided to make Los Angeles 
his permanent home, nor did he 
ever return to Missouri. 
While a resident of Sedalia Mr. 
Newkirk did much toward the up­ 
building of the city, and a host of 
friends throughout Central Mis­ 
souri will read of his death with 
sorrow.

A SUDDEN DEATH. 


That o f Ro bert C. Sneed at Po 
catello , Idaho . 


DIED UN THE SABBATH. 


He Leaves Three Children—Remains 
Will Be Brought Here for 
Interment. 


Robert C. Sneed, better known 
to the people of Pettis county, 
where he was born and reared, as 
“ Cam” Sneed, died at Pocatello, 
Idaho, at 3 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ng, from the effects of an overdose 
of morphine, 
taken to produce' 
sleep, as he had been suffering 
rom insomnia for some time past. 
This was the brief message re­ 
ceived by Sedalia relatives, and 
they at once directed that the re­ 
mains be forwarded here for inter­ 
ment. 
Mr. Sneed left Sedalia some 
eight months ago with his 14 year- 
old son, Robert, 
for Pocatello, 
Idaho, where he was eogaged in 
the practice of law with Charles 
H. Winters, prosecuting attorney 
of that county, and was doing re­ 
markably well, hence the news of 
his death came as a severe shock to 
the relatives and friends here.

Mr. Sneed was a native of Boyle 
county, K y., where he was born 
February 26, 185J. 
His parents 
were Capt. and Mrs. John M. 
Sneed, who came to Missouri in 
1852, and who died within a day 
of each other on the farm north­ 
east of Sedalia a few months ago. 
The son, Robert C ., was edu­ 
cated at Westminster college, Ful­ 
ton, Mo., and graduated with the 
class of 1872. 
On his return from college he 
took up the study of law in the 
office of Philips & Vest, and in 
June, 1873, was admitted to the 
bar. 
In connection with his law prac­ 
tice Mr. Sneed for several years 
carried on a large abstract and real 
estate business. 
He was married October 19, 
1881, to Miss Maggie Montgomery, 
daughter of Dr. T. J. Montgomery, 
and who died seven years ago.Three 
children survive their father, viz : 
Margaret, aged 18 years; Robert, 
aged 14, and Catherine, aged 10. 
Few men in Pettis county were 
better known than “ Cam” Sneed, 
and the news of his untimely de­ 
mise will be sorrowfully received 
by a large circle of friends in Pet­ 
tis county and Central Missouri.

I. H. Luke, of the Missouri Pacific, 
formerly of this city, but now of 
Pueblo, Col., died at 10: 55 o’clock 
this morning at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. S. Fletcher, 604 West 
Fifth street, the result of a para­ 
lytic stroke that came between 2 
and 3 o’clock Saturday afternoon, 
after a hard day’s work in packing 
and shipping her household effects 
to Pueblo, for which point she 
and her five children had expected 
to depart at 4 o’clock Sunday 
morning. 
The last load of goods had been 
hauled from the house, 60a West 
Fifth street, and Mrs. Luke was 
dressing preparatory to going to 
bank, when she was stricken. 
With her at the time were her 
daughter, Lillian, and a colored 
woman, but nothing of a serious 
nature was then anticipated. 
Mrs. Fletcher was called from 
the next 
door, 
and Mrs Luke 
walked to the Fletcher residence, 
after which Dr. W . H. Evans was 
called. 
The physician at first thought it 
was a severe nervous attack, which 
would pass away after a brief sea­ 
son of rest, and after prescribing 
for the patient he took his depart­ 
ure, but when he returned at 7 
p. m. be realized that Mrs. Luke 
had sustained a paralytic stroke 
and advised that Mr, Luke be 
wired for without delav.

continued his journey to Sedalia,

Then came the dif­ 
ficulty of finding such a serum. In 
January last, the doctors at the St. 
Francis kospital, in Trenton, 
an­ 
nounced that they had hit upon the 
desired remedy, and in proof of their 
assertion they called attention to 
Ihe case of a victim of lockjaw in its 
worst form who had been restored to 
kealth after having received four in­ 
jections of the new serum. Natural­ 
ly. thcreiore, this hospital in Tren­ 
ton wa« looked upon as sort of a 
Mecca for lockjaw sufferers from- 
Ihat tkne on. The physicians at the 
Harlem kospital declare that the new 
method of administering the serum

“ Guns look unusually large, unus­ 
ually long and unusually treacher­ 
ous when they are pointed at you, 
said a man who has had opportunity 
to look down the barrel of this danger- 
ouB weapon on more than one occa­ 
sion, to a New Orleans Times-Dem- 
ocrat reporter. 
“ I havA seen the 
timA that the bore of an ordinary rifle 
seemed to me to be large enough for 
me to crawl into it without any un­ 
necessary squeezing. I felt that there 
was absolutely no chance in the world 
for the man to miss me if he began to 
manipulate the thing from the other 
end. There is another curious thing 
about a situation of this sort. Men 
are in the habit of saying they felt 
small’ under circumstances of a na­ 
ture to endanger their lives. They 
will say: “ I never felt as small in my 
life,’ and this feeling of ^smallness/ 
as it is called, seems to have some 
sort of peculiar association with con­ 
ditions of a dangerous kind. 
But 
if you will take my word for it a man 
does not feel ‘small’ at all wLen his 
eyes are measuring the barrel of a 
gun which is leveled at him with mur­ 
derous intent. 
The fact is he feels 
unusually large,. He swells out until 
there is absolutely no chance for the 
bullet to gel by him. 
He reaches
